ENGLISH, AND AMERICAN MINING 
METHODS 


" English mining companies operat- 
ing in British Columbia have been 
much criticized on account of their 


loose and extravagant and often in- 
competent management and their 
consequent faiiure to pay dividends. 


American colpanies on the other 
hand, have been jauded for their 
shrewdness, their economic manage- 
ment and the enormous dividends 


they have paid. 

The difference between the two 
systems of management may be seen 
at a glance by we visitor, 

The Kngish mine is surrounded 
with elegant and eosuy buildings, and 
equipped wiih modern eerial tram- 
ways and modern machinery. Like- 
wise an equaily expensive staff of 
engineers, assistant managers,clerks 
assayers, and other ofliciale whose 
services are more ornamental than 
useful, 

The American mine is simply a! 
hole in the ground, with a log cabin | 
for the manager and hie clerk and 
a simple boardiug and sleeping house 
for the men, it has no ornamental 
efficials. Its employees from the man- 
ager down are workeré. In many of 
the silver mines of the Slocan little 
or no machinery is necessary. The 


ore is mined through tunnels and 
connecting shafts aud transferred to 
the railway with es litlie ex- 


pense as possible, to be shipped to 
the smelter. 

A sample of the English mine may 
be eecn fiom the train while paesing 
Laurie, a small station between Gla- 
cier and Revelstoke, its fine aerial 
tramway, its concentrator, its miles 
of tunnels and iis electric plant are 
all eloquently silent, its elaborate 
buildings unoccupied, and its share- 
holders divideadiess, Contrast this 
with the Le Roi and the Payne with 
their shrewd management and their 
millions paid in dividends. t 

The Hall Mines, Limived, at Nel- 
son, has one of the best mines in 
British Columbia, the Silver King. It 
has been mining several years, but 
has paid only a small amount in di- 
vidends and its £1 shares are worth 
only seven or eight sbillings. The 
Neisen Tribune is naturally lenient 
towards the Hall Mines, Limited, and 
makes the following plea in its be- 
half 

“Whatever may be said of the man- ; 
agement of the Hal) Mines, Limited, 
this much can be said: During the 
last two years the Hall Mines, Lim- 
ited, paid $7081 in taxes on its out- 
put into the provincial treasury; the 
Payne Mining company of the Siocan 
paid $8331; and the Le Roi Mining 
company of Rossland $13,653. Which 
of the three companies has been of 
the greatest benefit to Kooienay? The 
Payne company has erected no ex- 
pensive plant and has employed not 
to exceed 100 men on @n average; 
but it has divided $1,000,000 in profits 
among its shareholders, not a dollar | 
of which hag been spent or re-invest- | 
ed in the Kootenny. The Le Rol 
company has but an ordinary hoisting 
plant at its mine — it is worked 
through a ehaft—and’ a smelter over | 
in the States. It tas employed about 
145 men on an average, and has paid } 
$825,000 in dividends, Most of the} 
shareholders live in the States, and 
the dividends were, of couree, spent 
and invested there. The Hall Mines, 
Jimited, has the usual plant at its 
mines and has erected a complete 
smelting plant at Neleoa. It employe 
@n an average 850 men. It has paid 
$160,000 in dividends, part of which 
Was speut aud invested ia the Koot- 
enay. Were the Payne mine to 
peter out tomorrow, ita owners weuld 
mot have anything on their hands ex- 
cept a short wirerope tramway and 
a reckcrusher, which eould be sold 
for old iron.” 

Coming from a Nelsow paper this 
is evite understandable. The Hall 
Mines, Limited, practically made Nel- 
sop -~ with their big monthly pay 
rou still an important factor in 
its welfare. The question ie not 
ene that should be judged from any 
mere loca! standpoint. It should be 
faced in a businese like way and the 
question the Tribume skould answer 
is; to what extent will hou-paying 


investments encourage the British 
shareholder to put up further capital 
to develop Kootenay mines? The 
prime object of indueing British com 
panies to invest in Kootenay mines 
should not be that of temporarily 
benefitting localities at the expense 
of the ullimate failure of the com 
panic but the success of the com 
panies and the future welfare of the 
county asa whele There is a happy 
medium between the loos extrava 
gance of the Hall Mines and the grab 
all policy of some American com 
panies lime and experience will 
reault in the medium being truck,

No matter whether a man’s 
a shoemaker, a butcher, a lawyer, a 
banker, a grocer, or a carpenter, his 
interest in the town he makes his 
home and in the country of which 
he fs a citizen is equally apparent, It 
ie generally tne men who do the least 
toward assisting in matters affecting 
the general good who are the loud- 
est kickers when anything goes 
wrong. The number of patriots who 
sit around stores and hotels settling 
public questions and criticizing men 
who are doing something for their 
town or country is legion. 
Gzing how many excellent authori- 
ties wn municipal government, and 
the management of midsummer fairs 
are’ woeting their abilities around 
street corners, hote] bars, clubs, and 
even at swell social functions. ibere 
fre also lots of estimable gentlemen 
whose hourly occupation consists in 
abusing people who take time from 
their own business to help along 
some public project. 

The moral of all which is that is 
is better to contribute your mite of 
time and ability toward the welfare 
of the community than to glue your 
nose to your own” grindstone § and 
condemn your fellowman for not do- 
ing likewise.

BOARD OF TRADE MEETING 


A mesting of the Board of Trade 
was held in the Alberta Hotel this 
morning. The meeting was thorough- 
ly representative. Mr, Morris was in 
the chair, I, 8. G. Van Wart, secre- 
tary. Amongst those present we 
noticed A. McBride, E. Taylor, K. J. 
Hutchings, J. G. Templeton, T. G. 
Wanless and Turner Bone.. 

The object of the meeting was to 
consider the negotiations which are 
now going on between’ the North 
West government, and the Calgary Ir- 
tigation Company and P. T. Bone, re- 
Garding the establishment of an ex- 
perimental irrigation farm. The gist 
of the conversation is as follows: It} 
ban been suggested that a tract of | 
land adjacent to Calgary should be | 
leased from ihis company by the gov- 
ernment, to be provided by the Cal- 
gary Irrigation Company with water. 
For this lease and for the water to be 
supplied, it is proposed to pay a sum 
ot $150 per annum. In addition to 
this it is expected that an arrange- 
ment will be concluded with Mr. Bone 
personally to superintend the experi- 
ments that are to be gone on. with. 
If this agreement goes through, Mr. 
Bone is to provide all the necessary 
agricultural implements, hired help 
and teams, and is also to carry out | 
the instructions of the department of 
agriculture at Regina, and to furnish 
all the possible statistical informa- 
tion, for an annual fee of $650. Thus ; 
lt will be seen that for an outlay of ; 
$800 per annum, to be expended 
under the direct supervision ef the de- 
partment an important step will have 
been taken in this matter which is of 
most vital interest to the life of the 
North West. 

After fully considering the question 
as far as it has gone, the Board of 
Trade passed the following resolution, 
which was duly handed to Mr. Bulyea, 
the M. L. A., this morning: 

Moved by A. McBride, and seconded | 
by W. H. Neilson. That this meeting 
of the Calgary Board of ‘Trade en- 
dorses the proposal of the Legislature 
of the North West Assembly to in- 
augurate and carry on a_ series 
of experiments on irrigated lands in 
Alberta, and that this Board heartily 
support the efforts of the Legislature 
ip this direction, feeling that it is of 
the utmost importance to the future 
prospects of Alberta that adequate de- 
monstration may be made of the value 
of water on our lands and the proper 
use of the same in the growing of 
feed for our cattle, farm products and 
in horticulture, and further that this 
Board approves of all arrangements 
with Mr. P. T. Bone. And __ this 
Board wishes to press this matter for 
the early consideration of the Honor: 
nble Commissioner of Agriculture 
for the North West Territories.”

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GROWTH OF TRE EMPIRE 


Some striking tacte and figures 
bearing on the growth of the empire 
rre brought out in the paper which 
tir Robert Griffin read the other night 
at the-meeting of the Royai Colonial 
Institute. Including Egypt and the 
Soudan the lecturer showed that the 
queen ruled over 18,000,000 square 
miles of territory, inhabited by 
£20,000,000 people, 60,000,000 of whom 
ere Engiisti speaking. 

Since 1871 there has been,excluding 
Feypt and the Soudan, an inerease of 
£850,000 square miles of area and 
LT 125,000,000 of population, while the 
increase in revenue during the same 
period has amounted to £ 116,143,000, 
or more than 40 per cent of ‘the total, 
end of imports and exports to 
£428,000.000, or about one third of 
the present total. 

The progress amongst the English 
speaking pertione of the empire has 
been most marked in the case of 
Australia, which” since 1871 has in- 
creased its poptilation 126 per cent, 
its revenue 165 per cent, and ite trade 
112 per cent. Amongst the subject 
states of the empire, South Africa 
was pre-eminent, for eince 1871 tt 
had increased ite population 276 per 
cent, its revenue 91 per cent, and its 
trade 513 per cent. The growth of 
Ii dia,, however, in the same period 
was shown to be very remarkable. 
‘There are more than 800,000,000 peo- 
ple for whom England ts responsible 
in India, and of those 73,000,000 have 
been added since 1871; the revenue 
and trade have expanded wonderfully 
also, the former by 88 per cent, and 
the iatter 104 per cent. Theee letter 
figures, however, are subject to the 
consideration that they are not re- 
duced to a gold valuation. This re- 
cord has never been equalled in the 
history of the world. 


ORIGIN OF CHIN@GKS 


In view of the balmy chinook wind 
prevailing today, the following ex- 
tract from a letter written by C. Ww. 
Ling, observer, United States Weather 
Bureau, Havre, Mont., regarding the 
cause of chinooks may be of interest. 

The Japan current theory in regard 
to these winds has been completely 
eradicated and disproved and they are 
formed under we!l defined meteoro- 
logical conditions and are due to the 
mochanical or dynamic heating of the 
air, changes of temperature in verti- 
cal currents and the liberation of 
latent heat from condensing vapor 
must be considered in its explanation. 
The lower air, about to ascend, has a 
certain temperature and & correspond- 
ing expansive force when it begins te 
raise. As it reaches higher levels, 
the pressure upon it is-less it there- 


fore expands, pushing away the sur-| 


rounding air to make room for itself, 
until, as a result of its expausion, its 
expansive force is reduced to equality 
with the pressure upon it. lt fol- 
lows, however, from experiment, as 
well as from the mechanical theory of 
heat, that in pushing away the eur- 
rounding air, the ascending air must 
expend some of its energy; and this 
expenditure is drawn from its store of 
energy in the form of heat, hence the 


ascending air is cooled by the very) 


process involved in its ascent. The 
rate of cooling thus produced is ac- 
enurately known, being 1.6 degrees on 
the Fahrenheit scale for every three 
hundred fect.

The Allan Lia: N-w Steamer ‘‘Cas- 
tilian,” 

On Saturady last there arrived in 
the Mersey the new Allan liner Cas- 
(‘linn, which up to the present is the 
lvrrest veesol the company have 
built. She is 470 feet long, 63 feet 
v inches beam, and 36 feet deep, with 
a gross tonnage of 8000 and a dis- 
placement of 14,850 tons. Her great 
beam is designed to serve a three- 
fold purpose. It gives a huge cargo 
capacity and at the same time en- 
abies the passenger 6aloone and gtate- 
roome to be more than usually epaci- 
cus, while last, but not least, it will 
eccure that the ship does not render 
Ler passengers uncomfortable by un- 
cue rolling in a beam sea, while to 
render the vesse] etill steadier sub- 
stantial bilge keels have been fitted. 
the Castilian is of handsome eppear- 
ance, being schooner rigged with one 
funnel—a huge circular fabric some 
14 feet in diameter. While the fore- 
tuast is of steel, the after one is of 
vcod, and half way up is placed a 
compase, which, being thus fixed away 
from the hull and see? deck erec- 
tions, may be relied upon as abso- 
jutely infallible—and therefore in- 
valuable during thick weather. No- 
thing, in fact, has been omitted to 
make the Castilian a thoroughly safe 
ship, her builders, Workman & 
Clark, of Belfast, having adopted ail 
‘he latest improvements in marine 
prchitecture. Thus there is a cellular 
double bottom extending the whole 
length of the ship. ‘hie not only 
provides storage space for water bal- 
last, but ensures that should the Cas- 
tilian be so unfortunate as to run on 
i rocks, a most remote contingency, 
she would still float, her upper bottom 
rreventing the water from entering 
the «htm Then there are nine water- 

tirht bulkheads. 

The ship is lighted throughout by 
cleetricity, and has a large coo! stor- 
pge accommodation, a special refriger- 
ating chamber having been set apart 
for stores to be used by passengers 
cu the voyage. As a passenger ves- 
el the Castilian is sure io speedily 
attain popularity, for she embraces all 
those improvements which Messrs 
Allan's long experience for the North 
Atlantic passenger trade has sug- 
gested The ealoon passengers are 
Lerthed amidships on the bridge deck. 
Qn the promenade deck above is the 
music room, furnished with a style 
nnd elegance Which one hardly ex- 
[ects to find on ship board even in 
these days of luxurious ocean travel. 
The ceiling and paneling are in 
white and gold in the style of Louis

CHINA DISMEMBERED 


Pekin Anthorities Suspect That Italy 
and Great Britain Are Putting Up a

CRISIS PAST 
Kipling Coming Round in Great Style— 


Doctors Say He Can Drive Out in 
Three Weeks 


New York, March 3.—The condition 
of Rudyard Kipling is very much im- 
proved tonight. The crisis in the 
disease was passed this morning. The 
Associated Press despatches  iast 
night indicated that the crisis was 
close at hand and that it was because 
of this the physicians dispiayed so 
much anxiety concerning the outcome. 
The latest statement given up by Dr. 
Dunham last night was that his pa- 
tient was better In one way and 
worse in another, and this simply 
meant that while the respiration 
improved, showing that respiration 
was taking place in the affected lungs, 
the fever not subsided, and that, 
therefore, the crisis had not been 
reached. Dr, Dunham promised with 
a hopeful expression that a more 
essary bulletin would be issued to- 

ay: 

Today was the ninth day of Mr. 
Kipling’s illness. In pneumonia the 
crisis is usually reached by the 
Seventh or minth day, but it may be 
delayed until the 14th. There were, 
therefore, 48 hours during which the 
physicians hardly left their patient's 
side. During this time Mr. Kipling 
suffered greatly during his conscious- 
hess, but he was frequently uncon- 
scious, or suffered from attending de- 
lirium. lt required an iron  consti- 
tution to bear up against the intens- 
ity of the disease, for Mr. Kipling’s 
disease is a double lobar pneumonia, 
a pneumonia of both lungs, instead 
of the ordinary pneumonia, which is 
an inflammation, and consolidation 
of one of the lobes of a single lung 
the former being fatal in the highest 
degree, 

The most advanced scientifle meth- 
ods have been adopted for the treat- 
ment and for several days oxygen 
was forced into the lungs to tide over 
the times that Mr, Kipling was unable 
to breathe in sufficient air to sustain 
life. The oxygen method was aban- 
doned yesterday, a hopeful sign, The 
patient began to breathe more freely 
early this morning and dropped into 
a refreshing sleep, the first in days 
and the one essential to restore his 
fast waning strength. Later the tem- 
perature dropped rapidly from 104 to 
99, which is about normal, and which 
is the ordinary course of the disease. 

That the crisis was passed was 

quickly known throughout the hotel 
and it was plainly apparent in the 
megical change in the aspect of of 
physicians, nurses, relatives and 
others about the hotel. Dr. Dunham 
came down stairs at 5 a.m., and he 
hardly had to speak to tell the good 
news. In response to inquiries he 
said. 
“T am well pleased with Mr. Kipling’s 
condition. He is now resting quiet- 
ly.” Throughout the day the callers 
at the hotel were very numerous and 
the unofficial reports all gave indica- 
tions of continued improvement, 

The following bulletin wes posted 
at 11:15 tonight: “Mr, Kipling has 
continued to improve.” At a late 
hour Mr, Kipling was resting easily 
and with every chance of a restful 
night, 

Mr. Kipling'’s physicians report that 
he will be able to drive oui in the 
open air in about three weeks time.

n separators, as te the importance 
of securing ice for use during the 
summer season, athough much more 
difficult to precure now than earlier 
in the winter, yet it will pay for the 
extra effort many fold, as milk set in 
water, though cold at the time of 
setting, soon gets warm, and unless 
Ice is used a large per cent ef butter 
la left in the milk, and a loss sus 
tained by the patron of from one 
cuarter to one half of the butter in 
the milk. 

Some patrons console themselves 
with the idea that it is not lost as the 
calves and pigs get what cream the 
milk contains, but butter at 15 cents 
t pound is too expensive a food for 
beef at four to five cents per pound, 
and wait for three years to realize on 
the investment 

Some fat should certainly be fed to 
young calves to aid in digestion, and 
supply oil for joints, etc., but this can 
much more cheaply be supplied in the 
way of linseed or oil meal, and the ro- 
sults be just as satisfactory. 

Dairying to be profitable should re- 
ceive the most careful attention of 
the dairyman in every detail. Ima- 
gine a man paying 25 to 50 per cent 
for money borrowed! You say the 
result is disastrous and yet that is the 
per cent some of our patrons are 
losing on their investment through 
improper methods in creaming their 
milk, ané@ if the same methods = are 
pursued in the feeding and caring for 
the cows one cannot wonder at the 
statement of some people that dairy- 
ing don't pay.
